The Impressive and after all somewhat 


•laborate exercises of inaugurating the 
city goTemment were held this morning 
»t the city hall. It was announced that 
they would take place in the council 
chamber, but it was decided to hold them 
in the district court room so that a much 
larger number of spectators could b«> pres- 
ent, The court room was filled to over- 
flowing, tbe balls and town office being 
filled with people eager to catch a word 
of what was said. The extreme cold did 
not have much effect in keeping people at 
home. Every class was represented in 
the audience. Almost all the officers-elect 
of the city were present scattered th rough 
the house. Chief Charles A. Kendall was 
unong the audience. 


Council Sworn In. 


The members elect of the council, after 


looking over the council chamber up stairs 
and expressing themselnes loualy in its 
praise, gathered within the rail, where 
members of the bar sit, and City Clerk 
Charles 8. Brooker occupied the desk of 
the clerk of 'the court. When tbe hour 
for the exercises bad arrived Charles 3- 
Brooker called the meeting, to order'and 
saldtkat in accordance with the charter 
the organization of the city government 
would take place. He then called the roll 
of the conncilmen and asked them to come 
forward before him. This they did as fol- 
lows «*• he called them: William Arm- 
strong, E. Bissaillon, John Bracewell, W. 
M. Brown, Thomas Bracewell, \V. M 
Brown, Thomas Butterworth, H. W' 
Clark, Alexander Craswell, C. H. Cutting,

then called the names of the council 
with reference to the terms each one will 
serve. 
The conncilmen assembled in a 


semi-circle around the clerk's desk and 
while so standing the oath of office was 
administered to them. 
The oath is a 


lengthy pledge. It requires allegiance to 
the United States and to the common- 
wealth and their constitutions; to the 
city and its interests. The council took 
the oath, following Clerk Brooker in his 
leading it with much firmness of voice. 


The oath administered, Clerk Brooker

Wilkinson's Speech. 


MR. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF 


THE CotrsciL:—We organize today a busi- 
ness men's government, not for business 
men only, but for all of our people, and 
I am confident a government that will be 
administer* d along true business lines. If 
the citizens of any city in this land have 
reason to feel a pride and admiration for 
their leading business men, certainly the 
citizens of North Adams have. The prom- 
inent and conspicuous figures among our 
business men are those at the head of our 
large manufacturing establishments, giv- 
ing employment to thousands of our peo- 
ple. Daring the last few years when a great 
bushiest depression has rested like a pall 
over our entire country, and industries on 
every hand have languished and died, and 
othets sustained almost irreparable loss, 
and the wage earners so generally thrown 
out of employment and forced into con- 
ditions of almost destitution, our large 
manufacturer* have the greater part cf the 
time kept the wheels of their establish- 
ments running, giving almost continuous 
employment to our people, so that we as 
a community have felt the great depres- 
sion far less than those of almost any 
other city in the land. What is the ex- 
planation of this? To me it is evident 
that our leaden have ability, 
cour- 


age, wisdom and other admirable qualities 
superior to those generally found. You 
may find their equals but not then- super- 
iors I desire to place in nomination for the 
important and honorable office of presi- 
dent of this council one of those men, a 
gentleman whose ability along the lines 
of nil chosen profession is recognized 
throughout the country as among the 
highest, 
and 
whose 
integrity 
and 


honesty fe as broad and high as his recog- 
nised ability; an unusually but>y man, 
carrying on his shoulders the interests ol 
a large corporation and hundreds of em- 
ployes, yet never too busy to give f reely of 
bis valuable time and generously of his 
ample means to forward every movement 
promising the improvement of our city 
and people. I have the honor and the 
pleasure of nominating the lion. John 
Braoewell.

Choose a City Clerk. 


The president of the council then di- 


rected that body to prepare ballots for the 
choice of a city clerk. The ballots were 
were prepared and deposited and Coun- 
cilman Rice and Sykes were chosen to 
sort and count them. It was found that 
there had been nineteen ballots cast and 
Charles 8. Brooker received them all. 


Mr. Bracewell thanked the council for 


their choice, saying Mr. Brooker is the 
right man in the right place and we all 
know it. Mr. Brooker thanked the coun- 
cil for choosing him the first city clerk of 
North Adams, which he consideied an 
honor. He would serve the city to the 
best of his ability.

What North Adams Hnn Been and 


What It May Be in the Future. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE CITY COTTNCIL:— 


This is an auspicious occasion. From the 
height of civic organization which we 
now occupy our eyes turn toward an invit- 
ing future and command a promising and 
pleasing prospect of municipal prosperity. 
We today enter upon a new and important 
stage of municipal development, animated 
and inspired by a feeling of hopefulness, 
which, reckoning upon resources already 
tried and not found wanting, bases its ex- 
pectancy for the future upon the exper- 
iences of the past. 


It is, therefore, proper that upon such 


an eventful occasion I should present to 
you a brief statement of the reasons which, 
in my opinion, justify this hopeful feeling, 
and which should stimulate us to a united 
effort to make expectancy a certainty and 
hope an accomplished fact. 


What W« Owe Onr Manufactories. 
In 1878 tbe town of North Adams began 


its independent existence. At that time 
the population was about ten thou- 
sand and it is now about twenty thousand. 
This increase of about one hundred per 
cent, is due almost entirely to our indus- 
trial prosperity, attended as it has been 
by a corresponding increase in manufac- 
turing plant and production. Many of the 
establishments now in operation have been 
built since 1878. 
All have been enlarged, 


some several times. Although the variety 
of our main industries have not especially 
increased there has been a constant im- 
provement in the style and quality of the 
product. The goods that were saleable in 
1878 could not now be disposed of, nor 
could the economies of manufacture then 
practiced now save a concern from loss. 
It is therefore natural *hat we should re- 
gard our manufactures as the first resource 
of our prosperity and that, considering 
what has been accomplished in that direc- 
tion in the past fifteen years, we should 
look to the future with hopeful confidence. 


A Healthy Growth. 


A striking peculiarity of our manufac- 


turing development 
is that it has 


been a growth and not a boom and has 
come naturally and gradually, without 
any forcing process of special induce- 
ments. 
One manufactory has sprung 


from another by a process as healthy and 
natural as a tree puts forth branches. 
Perhaps the clearest illustration of this 
fact, although it applies generally to all 
our manufactures, is shown in the shoe 
industry. When the late George Millard, 
the pioneer in that industry, started 
business he little realized how fruitful 
was the seed he planted. But it was from 
this beginning, and through tbe connec- 
tions with it of the late Calvin T. Samp- 
son, that our shoe manufacturing industry 
has grown into what it is today. From 
Mr. Sampson's establisnment, or through 
his encouragement, every shoe factory 
now operating had its origin. 


Character of Our Manufacturer*. 
Another peculiarity ot our macufkc- 


tures is that the capital inverted ir. it and 
the employers administering that capital 


are chiefly of home production. In tbe 
main, the captains of our industries have 
been raised from the ranks and recruited 
from among ourselves. The two names 
most prominent in North Adams past 
manufacturing 
history 
are 
Sanford 


Blackinton and Harvey Arnold. Both 
were born on farms in this town and 
within gun shot of each other, and both 
secured their training and developed their 
unusual abilities strictly within our home 
opportunities. In general this is true of 
all our manufacturers—that they are of 
home growth. Because of this, they, as a 
class, have had a very thorough and 
practical training and experience. It is a 
well known fact that the principals of 
some of our most important establish- 
ments have worked as journeymen in all 
departments of the business, can operate 
any machine in use, and can show any 
of their workmen how to do their special 
work. These instances serve to illustrate 
the general fact that there has been no 
kid-glove management of industry here. 
Employers have laid their very bones to 
the work, and have set an example of 
energy and application. 
A connect- 


ing 
fact 
with 
this is 
that 
our 


capitalists and employers have been resi- 
dents and citizens, animated by local 
pride, responsible to their degree for local 
good or ill, and have been in all ways part 
and parcel of the community, sharing in 
full its public spirit, and being concerned 
for its prosperity and good name. 


Benefits to Labor. 


Because of these two things,—the stabil- 


ity and naturalness of our manufacturing 
growth, and the local character and in- 
terests of our employers, another pecu- 
liarity of our manufacturing has resulted. 
Not only have the wages paid here been 
as good as have been paid for the same 
grade of work anywhere else in, the 
world, but the employment offered here, 
taking good times and bad, has been 
almost uninterrupted ever since our manu- 
facturing prosperity began. During the 
last panic, while multitudes of idle work- 
ingmen and women filled the streets of 
many towns and cities in this country, 
and same of these not remote from us, 
the stoppage of industry here was, in 
contrast, brief, and not a cause of suffer- 
ing. The eame is substantially true of 
the panic preceding the last, known as 
the panic of '73, which did not reach ns, 
however, until 1876. Now, the soundness 
of our manufacturing foundation was a 
prime cause of this desirable result, but 
working with it to an effective degree was 
the desire of employers to consider the 
needs of labor, and out of a fellow feeling 
and knowledge acquired by their practi- 
cal experience came the willingness to 
take business chances by running plants 
without a market. 


Labor** Rewards. 


A fourth and pleasing fact is the sub- 


stantial absence of labor difficulties here. 
Sharing the common lot, we are not al- 
together free from the unrest which is a 
growing feature of modern industry, but 
the differences that have arisen have as a 
rule been adjusted without alienation or 
ill will coming to hazard the success of 
what is 
for 
the 
mutual interest 


of labor and capital. 
And in this 


connection 
it 
is 
interesting 
to 


note that although wages throughout the 
country have fallen since 1878, the aver- 
age of wages here has risen, becauseof the 
higher skill in the direction and work- 
manship now required to meet increased 
competiton and a continually improving 
quality of product. 


North Adams' prosperity. 


Upon those deep and strong foundations 


there has been builded, substantially since 
I860, and largely since 1878, a very gratify- 
ing degree of general prosperity. Not 
only is the result calculated to afford en- 
couragement, but the ratio of accom- 
plishment is even more so. 


This, in outline only, is our manufac- 


turing resource. Through it we have, in 
continually increasing volume, received 
from the world's market the means to 
build our homes, to snppgrt onr expand- 
ing retail trade, to maintain our schools, 
to carry on public works, to meetourpub* 
lie charges, and to do all these things eas- 
ily, hopeiully, and, in the main, substan- 
tially ank well. 
The Benefits of Harmony and Com- 


bined Action. 


But, while the growth of onr industries 


must be regarded as a main cause of the 
prosperity of our city, it is not the sole 
cause. In fact, this very prosperity might 
have been the cause of our undoing had 
we used it in dissension, and turned our 
strength against ourselves, as communi- 
ties have sometimes done. Second only 
to manufacturing as a cause of onr pros- 
perity is to be reckonad the harmony that 
has prevailed here, and our common ef 
fort for public *nds, so that with the in- 
crease of our resources has come a corre- 
sponding increase of our ability and in- 
fluence. 


This peculiarity of our community life, 


widely recognized abroad, and keenly felt 
and valued at home, has been helped by 
various circumstances. One contributory 
fact has already been mentioned in the 
statement that our capital and capitalists 
have been [developed here from humble 
beginnings and through assiduous labor, 
As a result we have had little class dis- 
tinction and no idle wealth. Differences 
of race and religion, elsewhere hindrances 
to concert of action withu* only increased 
the variety and sire*. ' <>i our commin- 
gled and combined ability. 


But these two causes, are not to be re- 


garded as the sole reasons for a singularity 
so unusual in communities as to call for a 
speoial inquiry into its origin. That ori- 
gin for North Adams was the procure- 
ment of the Hoosac tunnel. In the incen- 
tive to common effort it supplied, and in 
the reward it furnished, was found the 
stimulus that, for many shaping years, 
drew us together, gave us an influence 
throughout the state out of proportion to 
our population or means and caused us to 
realize our strength when unitedly ex- 
erted. The recent getting of onr Normal 
school is another testimony to the advan- 
tage of nmtv of action. Let ns profit bv 
the lessons of experience and cherish this 
union, so that while our material pros- 
perity increases with the growth of our 
industries the neighborly good will and 
liberal public spirit which has hitherto 
characterized us, may increase in like 
proportion. 


Increase of mercantile Trade. 


Before leaving this matter of resources 


there should be mentioned the growing 
volume of our wholesale trade. Quietly, 
and unknown to most of ns, there has 
b^cu developed here within compara- 
tively few years a wholesale trade that 
contributes largely to the wealth of our 
community. 


It disposes of a large and varied quantity 


of merchandise, covers unite an extent of 
territory with some fifty salesmen, and 
has already established a business the 
value of which to us can be judged by the 
fact that one concern only, does a yearly 
business of $800,000. 
Our retail trade also is rapidly increasing 
in participants, if not «s rapidly in vol- 
ume. 
A striking fact* of recent years is 


the pushing out from the town's centre, 
along every diverging way to its outskirts, 
of retail shops, tapping the stream of 
traffic nearer its source, bnt neverthe- 
less not apparently lessening its current 
to the older established stands. 
Every 


such establishment becomes a new centre 
of enterprise, and their combined energy 
and means a stimulus to the prosperity 
and growth out of which they have 
arisen. 


The City's Water Supply. 


The above imperfectly describes what 


may be considered the upbuilding, life- 
giving force of our body politic. 
But, as 


all live and growing things need fit con- 
ditions under which to grow, so does onr 
community require certain things for a 
full and free development. The first and 
most important is an an*pie supply of pure 
water. We need this vf »ter in abundant 
quantity both for domestic purposes, and 
for use in our industries. 
There was a 


time, not many years ago, when this mat- 
ter was the occasion of grave concern to 
us. All the available water within our 
boundaries was already in public or pri- 
vate use, neafiy to its full capacity. Any 
great increase in population, end any fur- 
ther development of certain important 
industries were not possible unless the 
supply could be increased. 


Through the neighborly good will of 


leading citizens of Williamstown, supple- 
menting our own efforts, we obtained the 
Broad brook water; and now, when stor- 
age capacity is developed in the Notch 
and the Broad brook basin, and the full 
capacity of their water sheds is secured, 
we have provision for a distant future. 
And all our water is pure beyond the aver- 
age, as shown by repeated and most care- 
ful chemical tests. The expense of the 
work, though considerable, need not be a 
matter of foreboding. In the first place, 
it is absolutely neccessary that we have 
an abundant supply of water and, if its 
cost were very much greater than it has 
been, or is likely to be, this would have to 
be incurred unless we are ready to stop 
our growth. 
But the income received 


from water rents is already more than 
paying the interest on the investment. 
This income now pays about four per cent 
on one million dollars, and with every in- 
crease in the use of the water the income 
increases in profitable proportions to the 
cost incurred. 


The Sawer System. 


Another matter, second only < in impor- 


tance to that of water supply, in the sys- 
tem of sewerage. 
Equally''with pure 


water the health of the community de- 
pends upon the sanitary perfection of this 
system. Fortunately, as far as now devel- 
oped, it has been thoroughly constructed, 
with grades established with reference to 
widest additions. 
' 


Streets and Road*. 


Our roads are another important inter- 


est. A community is judged by the qual- 
ity and condition of its public ways. And 
rightly so, for thase, like the pnblic build- 
ings of a community, are its public stand- 
ard of excellence. 
Well built < and well 


kept roads tend to increase the care given 
to abutting buildings and premises, while 
slovenly roads are apt to lessen this. Be- 
sides, the care of poor roads is expensive 
and their usefulness for traffic is impaired. 
All considerations of use and taste and 
reputation urge us to the most instant 
care and most rapid improvement of our 
roads that our means will justify, looking 
to the state road built here last year as 
the standard, and introducing permanent 
work on a system that in the <>nd viill 
make the public ways of North Adams 
correspond with its other excellences. 


The Public Schools. 


All these matters look toward the fu- 


ture and have the future in their keeping. 
But more than these does the future of 
North Adams depend upon its schools, 
whose training so largely determines the 
quality of the citizenship which at no 
very distant day must take up the work 
we now are doing and improve the larger 
opportunities we ore endeavoring to pro- 
vide. 


For these schools this community has 


always made liberal provision', and has 
had an interested concern. 
They have 


ranked well among the 
EC :iools of the 


state, and have been a subject for local 
pride. And, if recent solicitude for them 
should have been justified, and, if in some 
respects and to the needed degree they 
have failed to serve their fullest purpose, 
the gain of our normal school is the best 
corrective we could bave. As the taste- 
ful grounds and imposing building of that 
institution will enrich our landscape, so 
the addition to onr population of this cul- 
tivated and studious element will quicken 
and elevate our educational as well as our 
social life, and will connect us more close- 
ly than before with tbe Intellectual lead- 
ership of Williams college. 


Homes and Home Life. 


As we would have for our chf ,n*en the 


best schools, so we must ha- 
-or them 


the best homes, and the best home is one 
that is ow led by its occupants and is the 
center c; a worthy and aspiring family 
life. We have many such homes already 
and every year sees an increase in the 
number and an < improvement in archi- 
tectnal appearance, and, if our hillsides 
have had to be ascended to find location 
for them, yet these hillside dwellings 
enjoy the compensating advantages of 
fsesherair, command a larger prospect 
and have better drainage. 
And, now, 


with the street railroad to Adams and 
Williamstown, the lower levels are also 
accessible for homes. 


Tbe Hospital. 


Should contagious sickness invade any 


of these homes, or injury come to any, 
member of the community, or to any 
stranger within our borders, calling for 
more than ordinary care and attention we 
are eqaipped for such emergencies in our 
hospital, whose commanding site is no 
more noticeable than the brood and de- 
voted ministry of its honored board of 
control, its able medical staff, and its 
trained attendants. 


This, in rude and imperfect outline, is 


our present situation. 
It offers eiery 


justification for hope, and every stimulus 
to endeavor. 


The Cbarter. 


Under the provisions of the city charter, 


all tbo advantages of tbe past are secured 
and given a "-Ider.opf o. »unity. Whatever 
'experience and JBKA »' know<edge could 


furnish for the wise and just construction 
of this charter has been availed of to the 
full ability of all its framera, and the wide- 
spread interest taken in its practical 
working places responsibility upon us all. 
The Right Spirit of Home Govern- 


ment. 


The problem of municipal government 


is as yet unsolved. 
Even in the oldest 


cities the experiments in that direction 
are by students of the subject regarded as 
merely tentative. 
Every year sees old 


methods discarded and new ones adopted 
in the hope of improvement, and the ideal 
has not yet been reached. Many, if not 
most of the evils camplained of are due to 
maladministration; and no charter, how- 
ever wisely framed, will protect a com- 
munity from this. The remedy lies with 
the people. A healthy public spirit that 
shall lead to the selection of the fittest 
men for public office, regardless of other 
considerations, and which shall exercise 
a watchful oversight of their official acts, 
will do more for good government than 
any legislative enactment that can be 
devised. Then, too, the introduction of 
politics into municipal affairs is an evil 
which should not be tolerated. It is right 
and proper that on questions of national 
or state affairs men should divide on 
party lines, but when it comes to matters 
which concern only our homes, our busi- 
ness or ourselves the only consideration 
should be, what is for the best good of the 
community. It is in this spirit and with 
these views that I approach the task my 
fellow citizens have assigned me, and in 
assuming the duties of office, I invoke 
your aid and co-operation, to the end that 
we may prove to those who have entrusted 
to us the government of the city that 
their confidence has not been misplaced-

Council at Business. 


The council immediately proceeded to

Bracewell, E. S. Wilkinson, John A. Rice,

Crasewell were appointed a committee 
on rules and ordinances. Then on m otion 
of J. M. Darby the council adjourned up 
stairs to the council chamber and the 
members drew their seats by lot. 


Council Vacancy rilled. 


The filling of the vacancy in the coun- 


cil's membership was then done. Coun- 
cilman Butterworth nominated Wallace 
Kearn and Councilman Brown nominated 
0. E. Whitney. Mr. Kearn was chosen 
by a vote of 14 to 5. Councilman Wilkin- 
son then moved that when the council 
adjourn it adjourn until January 20 at 7.30 
o'clock iu the evening, which was voted 


Auditor Chomn. 


John A. Rice inquired at this point if it 


were not proper to choose a city auditor. 
E. S. Wilkinson explained that the city 
auditor would be city almoner and showed 
how important tbe office is and how im- 
portant it was that it should be properly 
filled. V. A. Whitaker spoke also in the 
same strain and said he did not believe 
that there is the peer of H. Clay Bliss as 
an almoner but was not speaking for his 
election. President Bracewell spoke of 
the importance of properly filling the of- 
fice. Councilman Rice moved that the 
council proceed to elect an auditor, but 
afterwards withdrew his motion and 
moved that the council consider names 
for the office 
of auditor. This 
was 


voted and Councilman Rice nominated 
Austin Bond in a very neat speech. Coun- 
cilman Tilton seconded the motion and 
Councilman Sykes spoke on the fitness of 
Mr. Bond for the office. Councilman Cut- 
ting moved to choose an auditor and the 
motion was seconded by Councilman 
Darby. It was carried and then the elec- 
tion of auditor was proceeded with, the 
clerk calling the names of the conncil- 
men and they responding as they desired 
to vote.

technic institute at Troy and was grad- 
uated from it in 1879.

In 1883 
he was appointed assistant instructor in 
higher mathematics and geodesy in the 
Polytechnic institute of Troy from which 
he was graduated.

The people of this town have awaited 


the first official utterance of the new rltv 
government with interest and cariosity. 
Mayor Hougbton's inaugural addrens de- 
livered this morning gave the key-note, If 
not the detailed outline, of what may bo 
•zpeoted of the city's first administration

It makes no boasts, contains no promises, 
nor does It lay onta "policy," since by im-

forth* town's growth >nd improvement. 


Mr. Houghton finds hope for the future 


in the town's past history and would make 
its lessons the guide for the future. The 
manufacturing industries reared by home 
men and developed by the 
business 


sagacity and shrewdness of men born on 
our home hills is Instanced as an example 
of what North Adams in itself has ac- 
complished, and from it is inferred what 
may yet be accomplished by the same in- 
dustry and the same traits of character 
that have distinguished the past. What 
of success we owe to our manufactories 
and the men who have made them, and 
the benefits resulting to all lines of busi- 
ness therefrom, receives proper and only 
Just recognition from our first mayor. 


The liberal treatment of labor and the 


continued employment and general high 
wages paid to the laboring man -are 
spoken of with pride and satisfaction. 


Mr. Houghton very emphatically dwells 


upon the benefits accruing to this town 
from the spirit of harmony and united 
effort that has prevailed in the past. Our 
ability and influence as a town has gone 
hand and hand with common purpose 
and common agreement at home. 
Mr. 


Houghton today spoke from the plainest 
fact of our town's history and from his best 
judgment and feelings when be said: 
"Let us profit by the lessons of experience 
•nd cherish this union, so that while our 
material prosperity increases with the 
growth of our Industries the neighborly 
good will and liberal public spirit which 
has hitherto characterized us, may in- 
crease in like proportion." 


Turning from a consideration of the 


life-giving forces of the past, Mr. Hough- 
ton turns to what is needed for greater de- 
velopment. 
An abundance and purity of 


the town's water supply is dwelt upon as 
indispensable to the possibility of growth, 
and it may be assumed that no false econ- 
omy in the water service will be recom- 
mended by the first city government. The 
•ewer system receives attention as import- 
ant to the town's health. 


The matter of streets and public roads 


is touched upon with certainty and pre- 
cision. Better streets are assured in this 
strong sentence of the inaugural address: 
"All considerations of use and taste and 
reputation urge us to the most instant care 
and most rapid improvement of our roads 
that our means will justify, looking to the 
state road built here last year as the stand- 
ard." Good roads and good streets receive 
the most decisive attention of the whole 
address. 


With congratulations for the excellence 


of our public schools, the increasing 
number of North Adams' homes, and the 
advantages for good government offered 
bythe new charier, Mr. Houghton closed 
his first official utterance to tbe people of 
North Adams with reference to the neces- 
sity of common purpose and non-partisan 
effort of all to secure the best home gov- 
ernment. 


The out-going town government would 


gladly have extended to the incoming 
city government and the large audience 
gathered to witness the inaugural exer- 
cises, the courtesy of more ample accom- 
modations had it not been for a provision 
in the charter which requires that such 
meetings shall be held in city hall. Other- 
wise the largest hall in the city would 
have been secured, and it would un- 
doubtedly have been filled by enthusias- 
tic citizens. 


The mayor's inaugural was delivered in 


an exceedingly tasteful and appropriate 
manner. There was no attempt at effect 
beyond what tbe intrinsic value of the 
words of themselves should produce. The 
style of delivery was forceful and clear, so 
much so that the entire address could be 
distinctly heard even in tbe crowded hall- 
ways adjoining the main audience room. 
It was listened to most intently and its 
prominent points were heartily applauded. 


No part of the mayor's inaugural re- 


ceived such emphatic applause as did its 
strongly expressed sentiment in favor of 
non-partisanship in municipal affairs. 
That principle, endorsed at the polls and 
approved at the first inaugural, may DOW 
be considered as one that our community 
insists upon making perpetual.

A Child So Badly Scalded as to Cause 


Death. 


At Stamford, Vt., last Saturday after-

WOULD APPEJuSrHE COMMISSION. 


High License Doe* N*t Rettrlct. ir We 


Must Have License the Seloons 


Should be Grouped. The Peo- 


ple C«n Speak Again. 


'Ths Problem of High License in North 


Adams," won the subject of RST. A. B. 
Church's sermon at the UnlverssMst 
church last evening. He took for bistort 
the 13th and 14th venet of the 13th ohap- 
tor of Romans: 


Let us walk honestly, «s in the day; not In 


rioting and drunkenness, not in cbambering and 
wantonness, not in strife and envying. 


Bat put yj on Hie Iswd Jew* Christ, and make 


not provision for the neshj to fulfill the lasts 
thereof. 


Mr. Church thought this appeal, made 


by the author of that epistle to those who 
were giving themselves up to drunken- 
ness and other forms of vice, might well 
apply to this city. Not that we are en- 
tirely given up to debauchery, but because 
there is enough of it here to make room 
for this appeal and the hearing of It The 
subject may perhaps be hackneyed, but 
there is none that more closely concerns 
our homes and the community. 
I shs.ll 


make no personal attack on any one, said 
Mr. Church. I meet the liquor men and 
do not bate them, but for their business 
and certain acts in connection with it I 
have the utmost hatred and feel the 
strongest opposition, simply because of 
the effect it has on the community. 


We have only two ways of (Sealing with 


this business here,—by high license and 
prohibition. The people have spoken in 
favor of license, the ward in which all or 
nearly all of the churches are located be- 
ing the loudest in favor of it, and so for 
this year high license is all we have at our 
command with which to oppose the liquor 
traffic. It has been said that prohibition 
is "slavery and bondage." It is designed 
to close the legalized saloon, but it dues 
not say no man shall drink. It deals only 
with the aelling side of the question and 
so does not rob men of the exercise of their 
free will. If prohibition is slavery and 
bondage, then all moral law is. "Thou 
shalt not kill" is a prohibition, but accord- 
ing to the argument alluded to it inter- 
feres with the exercise of free will. The 
prohibition of wrong is not slavery. 


Mr. Church combatted the idea that li- 


cense restricts the liquor traffic. 
He said 


high license had failed to reduce the 
amount of liquor used or the crime and 
misery that result It has simply made a 
monopoly of the business. 
Mr. Church 


spoke of the buying of votes for license 
and urged an appeal to the license com- 
missioners to withhold licenses from those 
guilty of such work. 
He also thought 


that it would be wise for the clty.if license 
is to be the policy, to buy a street or sec- 
tion of a street and. locate all the saloons 
there, have them in a lump and let there 
be a genuine "rum row." - ,He believed 
something could be accomplished by an 
appeal to the license commission and that 
some existing abuses could be stopped in 
that way. If we must have license there 
should at least'be an effort to close places 
where liquor is1 sold to women and minors 
and where money is1 paid out for votes to 
perpetuate the system; and if the people 
will take hold df the matter they can pre- 
sent a petition and exert an influence that 
none but a very bold license commission 
would dare to Ignore.

Imposing Ceremonies at Mgr. Satolli'a 


Elevation to New Dignity. 


A Bare Spectacle Witnessed 


In Baltimore Cathedral.

' BALTIMORE, Jan. 6.—At the Baltimore 
cathedral yesterday, Francis Satolll, titu- 
lar archbishop of Lepanto and papal able- 
gate to the United States, was formally 
Tested with the scarlet, which marks the 
rank, of oarQInat. 
' 


ArchblBli'pps, bishops, monsignors and 


divines of various grades in the Catholic 
church, statesmen, diplomats and hun- 
dreds of the great and lowly, Catholics 
and non-Catholics, witnessed the services. 


Prominent prelates from every section 


of the country toot part in the proceed- 
ings, and the splendor of the vestments, 
the grandeur of the music and the pomp 
of the ritual combined to form a spectacle 
of rare impresslveness and brilliancy. 


The ceremony consisted of conferring 


the beretta, which is the cap worn by 
priests on ordinary occasions, and differ- 
ing only in the case of cardinals in that It 
Is red. The preceding steps have been the 
conferring of the muchetto or red skullcap 
and the administering of the oath. The re- 
maining step is the conferring of the red 
hat, which must be done in Borne, by the 
pope himself, within six mouths from 
Nov. 
SO, the day upon which Satolll's ap- 


pointment was made. 


The initial step in the ceremonies of the 


day took place at the palace ot the car- 
dinal, shortly after 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when Mgr Sharrettl presented his cre- 
dentials to Cardinal Gibbons. These cre- 
dentials, which came from the holy see, 
authorized Mgr. Sha'rretti to act as the 
ablegate of the pope, deputized Cardinal 
Gibbons to bestow the beretta and an- 
nounced to Mgr. Satolll his elevation to 
tho cardinalate. They were also accom- 
panied by the beretta, which from that! 
moment was in tho custody of Cardinal 
Gibbons. In presenting the documents 
and .beretta, Mgr. Sharrettl made a short 
address. 


Cardinal Gibbons, in receiving the docu- 


ments and the beretta, responded briefly, 
expressing his high appreciation of tho 
honor conferred upon him and congratu- 
lating Mgr Sharrettl upon the manner in 
which he had performed his duties in this 
country. 


While this scene vras in progress within 


the palace the procession was forming lu 
front of Calverfc hivll, a block away. At 
10 o'clock it was ready to start, and when 
formed the participants were arranged as 
follows: 
The Procession* 


First came the processional cross bearer 


with the crucifix raised high in the air, 
and flanked on cither side by a boy in cas- 
sock anu surplice. Following him were a 
long Hue of students from the various 
Catholic colleges, after which came semi- 
narians from St. Mary's, then the priests, 
then Franciscan monks in their garb of 
brown. Following these cams the mem- 
bers of the fnculty of the Cat hollo univer- 
sity in Washington, in long robes of black 
lined with many colored silks, their heads 
adorned witli the shovel-board hats of tho 
scholar. After these came 50 bishops and 
a score or more archbishops, the purple 
and gold of their rich vestments glistening 
in the cold, clear air, their immense trains 
held up by little boys in brilliant vest- 
ments, too. 


In this formation they marched through 


Cathedral to Charles street and passed tho 
palace of the cardinal, where they were 
joined by his eminence, who took bis place 
last in the line. Upon his head he wore 
the red beretta, an exact duplicate of the 
one which he was soon to confer upon the 
man who will for some time at least share 
his honors in this country. Upon his 
shoulders hung the beautiful cloak of 
cardinal silk and ermine, with half a 
dozen train bearers, clad in cardinal velvet 
and gilt braid, following in his wake. 


In this order they swept along up Mul- 


berry street to Cathedral again, where 
they filed into the venerable old pile 
through the main entrance way. Mgr. 
Satolll was not in the procession, but at 
the head of it reached the altar, he, ac- 
companied by Mgr. Sharretti, Marquise 
Saurlpanti, the member of the holy guard, 
who brought the cardlnalitial insignia 
here, and,the priests who had been depu- 
tized to assist him in the coming cere- 
mony, sntered the cathedral from a rear 
door leading from the palace, and advanced 
to the front of the altar. The students 
and seminarians filed to the right and to 
the left as they passed to the front of the 
altar, finding seats on either aide. The 
others in the procession advanced within 
the sanctuary and took the places re- 
served for them. 


On the Alt**. 


Aa the procession wended its way down 


the center aisle, the organ, a full orchestra 
and a chorus of 50 voices rendered n 
triumphal march. When Cardinal Gib- 
bons reached the altar he bowed low to 
Satolll, who returned the salutation, and 
each, accompanied by his assistant priest 
and deacons of honor, sought the throne 
upon which he was to rest during the 
greater part of the ceremony. That of 
Cardinal Gibbons was on the left side of 
the altar, that of Satolll on the right side. 
The deacons wen 18 assistant priests. 


When the two persons most prominent 


In the ceremonies of the day had token 
their places. Marquis Sacripanti, clad in 


, the scarlet, gold and white uniform of the 


noble guard, wearing high top boots, and 
sword and helmet on, advanced from his 
position near the center of the altar and 
deposited on the table at the left hand ot 
Cardinal Gibbons the eardinalltial docu- 
ments and the beretta. Then he crossed 
the altar and stood in front of the ihrom 
occupied by Satolll, lifted his helmet, and 
falling back, took up a position to t2u 
right of Satolli. 


On the aame Ride stood Eugene Kelly 01 


New York, and on the opposite side o) 
Satolll's throne stood Charles A. Bristead, 
also of New York, chamberlains to the 
pope. Both were clad la the regulation 
black cloth swallow-tail coat and the lov) 
out vest of evening dress. As soon as all 
the principal actors In the spectacle bad 
assumed their positions, Dr. Booker of tbi 
University of Washington advanced, ani 
in Latin read the following document to 
Satolll fr^>m the pope: 


Our beloved son, health and apostolic tone1 


dlcHon—Although unworthy, being constituted 
by divine mercy in the sublimity of the apo» 
tolic see, and.bjr virtue of our office having 
care of the welfare of the Oathollo church 
among our chief solicitudes is that the oolleg* 
ot our venerable brothers, the cardinals of thl 
Boman church, should be kept brilliant bj 
most dlatinguuued men,a*the cugnicjr 01 in»t 
most splendid order demands, for tots reason 
we hive determined to inscribe you in their 
number, for yonr great piety, your zeal for the 
Catholic faith, your learning, prudence and 
other most admirable qualities and (rifts of 
mind lead us to hope that your ministry will 
he of great use and benefit to the chnrohof 
God. 


To yon, therefore, created by us a cardinal 


of the holy Roman church, we send on one of 
the Insignia of this sublime dignity—the red 
beretta—by our beloved son, Donatus Shar- 
retti, one of onr private chamberlains, in order 
that, when it shall have ^een conferred on yon, 
you may understand by the mark of brilliant 
purple that yon, having been raised to the 
cardinalatUl dignity, must aver stand fearless 
and invincible afainst_*U dangers for the 


church of 1.-ad, oven Ju the shedding of yonr 
blt.od, precious in tlif sight of the Lard 
We sincerely hope that you will receive

He then crossed to the throne occupied 


by Cardinal Gibbons, handed him anothet 
papal brief, which was read aloud by 
Father Magnlen.

deressora, the Roman pontiffs, we have al 
ways been desirous that the senate of ear 
dinals should abound with men whose re- 
ligion and virtue and "brilliant gifts ot mind 
should correspond with the great splendor and 
dignity of that college. We have, therefore, 
thought well to create a cardinal of the holy 
Roman ohuroh, our venerable brother Francirt 
Satolll, titular archbishop of tap into and

Now, however, since some one must b«

Final Cereraoulea, 


The reading of the papal briefs having 


been finished, Mpr. Sharretti advanced to n 
point 111 front of Cardinal Gibbons' throne 
ami delivered an address in Latin. 


When Mgr Sharretti hod finished speak- 


ing, 
Cardinal Gibbons responded briefly in 


Latin, and then, turning toward the thronu 
occupied by Satolll, made au address iu 
English. 


Tho vnst audience became all attention 


as it neared the most interesting portion 
of the ceremony, thnt of actually confer- 
ring the beretta. 
Cardinal Gibbons de- 


scended from his throne and advanced to 
the front of the altar. Behind him came 
his attendants, Fr. Magnien bearing tho 
beretta 
As Cardinal Gibbons reached 


the altar and turned to face the audience, 
Satolli rase and, escorted by Sacripanti 
and Chamberlains Kelly and BrlnstSid, 
stepped toward Cardinal Gibbons. Upon 
reaching this prelate, he knelt and bowed 
his heud. 


Cardinal Gibbons took the berreta from 


the silver salver 
< n which it rested, aud, 


slowly unfolding it, held it high up, so 
that tho audience could see it. Then 
stopping, and with what seemed to be 11 
softly murmuied prayer, be placed it upon 
the head of the new cardinal. Cardinal 
Satolli rose, aud, for the first time in itt 
history, there were two cardinals upon 
America's soil. 


Advancing to the front of the altar, 


Satolli then delivered an address. 


Upon finishing his address the newly 


made cardinal, who up to this time hwl 
worn the robes, of inn archbishop, retired 
to the inner sanctuary, and in a few min- 
utes returned, clad in the gorgeous ap- 
parel of a cardinal. He was seen in thesq 
but a few moments, however, as he wai 


almost immediately robed in tho white 
and gold vestments of the mass, which he 
was to celebrate. Assisted by his priests 
and deacons lie proceeded w'th this, amitl 
the breathless attention of the vast audi- 
ence. When the gospel was reached » 
movable pulpit was pushed to the center 
ot the auditorium, and Archbishop Kain 
of St. Louis,-ascending it, delivered the 
aermou. 


At the close of this, Cardinal Gibbons 


rose and announced that the pope had 
cabled his congratulations and that he had 
authorized him to pronounce the apostolic 
benediction upon all those present. At 
his request, Dr. Booker read the cable- 
gram. It was as follows: 


To His Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons, Arch- 
bishop Ot Baltimore: The extraordinary 
splendor accompanying the conferring of tha 
beretta upon Cardinal Batolli gratifies tho 
holy father beyond measure, and he asks your 
eminence to express his satisfaction. Further- 
more, as a token of his deep appreciation, ho 
empowers your eminence to Impart to all 
present at the ceremony the apostolic benedic- 
tion. 


The cardinal pronounced the benedic- 


tion and the ceremony was ended.
